Error led 
to death

TUZLA AIR BASE, Bosnia-Hcrzcgovinn 
— Donald Allen Dugan, the first U.S. sol- 
dier to be killed in Bosnia, died because he 
disobeyed Army rules and tried to defuse a 
. deadly land mine on his own. 

The report, stemming from iin' investiga- 
tion into Dugan's Feb. 3 death, was released 
Soturday oi the U.S. military’s Bosnian ' 
hendouhnerii V

Early Army news releases said that Sgt. 
First Class Dugan had died from a mine ex- 
plosion but that he had neither stepped on a 
mine nor activated

when he picked up a 
piece of unexploded 
ammunition,

mine exploded in his face. 

An Army spokesman said Saturday that 
Dugan also apparently risked the life of an- 
other soldier under his command by having 
the man accompany him into what was 
known to be a minefield. 

The report says the sequence of events 
began when Dugan and the unnamed soldier 
• left their 12-mon U.S. Army checkpoint ' 
near Gradacac and walked about 200 yards - 
down the road. 

In violotion of Army rules, they entered 
one of the hundreds of marked minefields, 
that have been identified by Bosnia's war- 
ring factions. Again in violation of the rules, 
Dugan began searching for mines In the 
field with a mine probe pole. 

The report says that Dugan and the other 
soldier found an aboveground "pineapple" 
fragrnentation mine ~ so called because of 
its pineopple-like serrations — and that 
Dugan severed the trip wire that could hove 
set off the mine ifit were stepped on. 

Both soldiers went behind a building in 
the area, the investigation found, but Dugan 
returned olone to'the pineapple mine, mak- 
ing motions for Bosnian civilians in the area 

to mov e away . . 

At that point, says tRe Army report: 
"Dugan kneels over the mine and we be- 
lieve attempts to defuse- it with a multipur- 
pose hand tool. The resulting explosion kills 
him instantly." 

The death of Dugan, 38, of Belle Center, 
Ohio, initially prompted Republicans in-'. 
Congress to call for the withdrawal of U.S. 
forces in Bosnia, which make up about one- 
third of a 60,000-member NATO peace 
force. But those voices were quieted after 
Dugan’s actions came into question. 

Now, Army officials say, his death will 
stand as a lesson, to be incorporated into the 
continuing training for U.S. soldiers in 
Bosnia, who are constontly taught that 
—“force protedion" is thcirto'ppri’ority. — — — 
, What Dugan should have done when he 
saw the mine, on Army spokesman. Col. 
Robert Gaylord, said, was note its location 
and then report it to others.

WASHINGTON — They left 
Union Station at dusk, rolling north 
and west toward the heartland of 
America, sitting snug behind the 
big picture windows of the Amtmk 
train os the snow sifted down. 

Minutes later, Amirak*s Copitol 
Limited, scheduled to run throuj^ 
the night to Chicago, collided with 
another train in Silver Spring, Md., 
plunging the I7S aboard into a 
scene combining sheer terror and 
quirky inconvenience, followed by 
an outpouring of human concern 
and compassion from residents of 
the surrounding area. 

One woman remembered' being 
trapped in darkness and afraid for 
her life. Another recalled the diflt* 
culty of keeping her footing on the 
' butter-strewn floor of. the. dining 
“car,-'A"ihlrd:was:to:hold :a”lcarful ' 
reunion hours later, with her daugh*. 
ter, who had heard about the wreck 
on the radio and rushed to Hnd her. 

Those killed in the crash appor- 
ently were alt aboard the second 
train, on a commuter run into 
Washington. • 

As many of the Amirak passen- 
gers recalled 'it, the anguish of the 
night arrived without warning, 
introduced by a loud bang followed 
by smoke and flame, shouts, 
screams and dread. 

"I felt certain wc were going to 
'die;'‘-said~ATnmilrpasscnger'tlso~ 
Thompson, 25. 

Thompson and her son Jamaal. 6. 
were on their way to Chicago to 
meet her husband, on Amtrak bar- 
tender. 

"It happened so quickly,” she 
said. "It happened so fast." 

Thompson's car — in the middle 
of the train, as she recalled it* 
plunged into darkness. She and 
Jamaal could hear "a lot of scream- 
ing," she said. The two were 
trapped there for a lime, she said, 
while "people were panicking.”

In the aftermath, a Tutsi-controIIed government 
came to power, and'some 1.7 million Hutus iled, 
most to refugee camps tri neighboring Zairel 
Burundi and Tanzania.

TWIN FALLS - Working on behalf of 
. sheep ranchers, hunters employed by ^he 
U.S. Department of Agriculture killed 14 
coyotes, one black bear and one mountain 
lion on Sawtooth National Forest land during 
the 1995 budget year. . 

Still .more southern Idaho predators were 
killed bn public property administered by the 
Bureau of Land Management. 

Sheep ranchers lost at least 177 lambs and 


104 ewes to predators on Sawtooth Forest 
lands from Oct. 1, 1994, throu^ Sept. 30, 
according to Chuck Carpenter. Gooding- 
based district supervisor for the federal 
Animal Damage C^lrot program. Carpenter 
shared the infoiinaiion in a meeting with 
Sawtooth Forest ‘officials earlier this week. 

A contingent of animal rights advocates 
from the Wood River Valley also attended 
the meeting. 

“1, as a taxpayer, really object to killing 
predators on public land,” said Kctchum res- 
ident Susan Doyle, who spoke on behalf of 


the Committee for Rational Predator 
Management. 

Overall, 79 days of ADC staff time was 
devoted to predator control on the Sawtooth 
Forest in the last budget year. Carpenter said. 

In rough terms, that’s about S12.000 in 
salary, said Mark ColUnge, Boise-based 
director of ADC in Idoho; Collinge did not 
have on exact figure. 

In Idaho, some 70 percent of the ADC 
budget comes from federal. sources, while 
individual counties also appropriate money. 
Moreover, sheep mnchccs pay.o “wool tax" 


which helps fund ADC activities, and cattle 
ranchers contribute with brand inspection 
fees. 

Last year, most of the sheep and lamb 
losses on Sawtooth Forest land came in a 
pair of frenzied "pile-ups" caused by a black 
bear, in one case, and a mountain lion in the 
other. In both cases, the predators killed only . 
a fraction of the sheep - but the others, terri- 
fied, got tangled up with’onc another and 
perished from asphyxiation or trampling. 

Because they were provoked by predators.

“Guard dogs arc not a curc-all. 
There arc still a lot of problems with 
dogs,” countered Craig Maycock, an 
ADC man from Pocatello. 

In a telephone interview from 
Boise, Noh agreed that “dogs can be 
a very useful tool, but they ore one 


tool of many:” Still, Noh snid he's - 
considcring the use of dogs to protect 
his sheep in the future. 

Noh said he dbesn t have guard 
dogs because “we’ve had problems 
with cougars only twice in 70 years." 
One of the problems was last year - 
when Noh’s herders killed two moun- 
tain lions and'ADC killed a third - 
and the other episode was two years 
earlier.

A national study estimates that near- .

Regional studies, which don't 
count dependents,- give lower num- 
bers: In the peak summer months, they 
estimate that 33,000 work on Utah 
forms - with 1 1,500 being migrant or 
seasonal workers. During winter, the 
number of farmworkers toiols about 
22,500 - of which 7,000 arc migrants. 

Whatever the .number, Utah’s , 
restrictive workcrs-compcnsation law 
“pretty much exempts them oil,” said 
Lane Summerhnys. CEO of Workers

'i Tips about preserving them arc 
bfTcred by Bride’s magazine: 

; • The Wedding Dress. Get the 
gown to the dry cleaner as soon as 

--T possible no longer than-a 

month after wearing — so stains 
-lean- be removed- bcforc-thcy. 
become permanent. Stains should 
be hand-treated, and those from 
'sugar need special treatment, since 
: regular dry-cleaning fluid cannot 
1 dissolve them. 

" Be sure to ask the dry cleaner to 
dean the gown individually and to, 
turn it inside out to protect bead- 
ing and embroidery. 

If the dry cleaner packs it, 
choose an acid-free storage box 
with acid-free tissue paper. The 
window of the box should be 
acetate, not plastic. 

' And because the glue, rubber 
and metal parts in a hcodpicce can 
brown the dress, have it stored 
separately. 

Ask to see the dress before it's 
packed and inspect it carefully. 
Cheek it yearly so stains that 
emerge can be treated. 

If you're packing it yourself, 
remove padding in the bust or 
shoulders after dry cleaning, and 
wrap the dress in a clean white 
sheet or muslin. 

The dress should be jaid flat, not 
hung, in a dry area with an even 
temperature. Avoid attics or base- 
ments, which can be too hot or 
damp. 

J • The Bouquet. Begin the dry- 
"Ing process right away, before you' 
leave for the honeymoon. Turn the 
bouquet upside down and hong it 
in a dark, dry place. 

In two weeks it should be com- 
pletely dry and ready to decorate a 
wall or shelf. 

If you prefer, cut fresh flowers 
close to toe base and place inside a 
large book for pressing; these can 
be used to decorate pages of a 
wedding album.

And if you think that 
they are only for dum-dums who 
choose to live in fridged-out climes, 
let it be known that stores through- 
out Southern California are, so to 
-.speak, downright stuffed-with them. - 

Down 'comforters. Sleeping never 
feIt_so good. Kind[of like \mpping 
' 'yo'uiself ih a'flmy clouSInd float-' 
ing ofT to a better place. 

They look ternfie on beds, too. 
The come-bithet look of a fiuffed-up 
down comforter is a siren call-that is 
next to impossible to ignore. 

If you wont that comforter to lost 
and look its best for years, though, 
there are some things that you 
should know. 

These little bits and hits concern- 
ing cornfoner core are from Steve 
Bechwar, product manager for 
Coming Home, the bbd and bath 
division of mail-order.giont Lands’ 
End, which Just happens to sell 
down comforters by the truckload. 


When properly cared for, says 
Bechwar, a down comforter should 
lost os long as 20 years. The opera- 
tive words here are “properly cared 
for.” 

The first line of defense is a wash- 
.nble comforter, cover, which helps 
prevent body oils from getting into 
the down. Oil and down do not mix. 
Ever seen birds caught in an oil 
spill? Enough said. 

- Plumping your comforter-regulor- 
ly keeps the down evenly distrib- 
jited. "To moke life Jusfihat i^ch 
simpler, look'fdr'a coirifo'ncr'cover' 
with ties inside each comer. The ties 
will hold your comforter in place, 
Bechwar says, so that when you 
flufT, you're fluffing the comforter os 
well as the cover. Important point 

Comforter covers co'me in every 
sort of color, pattern and -print to 
complement bedroom decor. If you 
want a particularly dreamy sleep, 
choose flannel. It’s os soft as cotton 
candy and every bit os sweet. 

Cornfortera should be washed or 
dry cleaned about once every two 
years (less frequently if you use a 
comfortcr_covcr. because .thc.covcr 
should help keep the comforter from 


becoming soiled). If you decide to 
go with washing, it’s best to use a 
commercial-size 'washer like those 
found at many coin-opereted laun- 
dries (take along enough quarters to 
open a bank account. It con take up 
to six hours to wash and thoroughly 
dry a comforter). 

We opt for dry cleaning; which 
also is not a deal. Expect to pay 
about S30, Bechwar says. 

Now, comforters also need oiring- 
from time to time. Bechwar su^csts 
in the summer, preferably after a 
'thuridcrstorm.'But any timc'in'lhc 
summer or warm weother will do. 

The concept behind the thunder- 
storm oiring is interesting. After a 
thunderstorm, there’s ozone in the 
air, Bechwar says. Ozone naturally 
restores the lanolin in down clusters. 
Down olso needs to breathe, so 
never store a comforter in a plastic 
bog or when it's damp.

Delay selling asset!.' "I expect -to see 
some sort of reduction in the capital-gains 
tax,” says Schmitt. “It could take effect this 
year, or it might be as late os 1997.” 

Capital gains ore the profits investors 
make from selling stock, bonds, real estate, 
or other assets. Currently, the maximum tax 
on those profits is 28 percent, even for tax- 
payers in higher lax brackets. Schmitt says 
the most likely form of tax cut under the 
Republican plan would allow investors to

would pay a capital-gains tax rate of 19.8 
percent, and someone (n the 28 percent 
bracket would pay 14 percent.

“Delay recognizing a capital gain (that is, 
selling the asset) as long os possible,” says 
Schmitt, since any cupjtal-gains tax cut 
may be retroactive, "os of the date of the 
bill. “But only hold on to an asset if it 
mokes economic sense," he cautions. "You 
may need to take that profit now, or you 
may be worried the asset could drop io val- 
ue in (he future. Don’t let tax issues dic- 
tate.”

What makes 
a head of 
household?

One of the more confusing 
questions many taxpayers face 
arises at the outset — poni^oriy 
for young people just stepping 
out on their own, divorced par- 
ents and parents whose adult chil- 
dren “bewmerang” home: Cim I 
claim hcod-of-houschold status? 

There are good reasons to look 
closely at whether you qualify, 
notably morc-favornblc tax 
brockets and higher standard de- 
ductions. 

So, though your independence, 
sense of justice ond even your 
. checkbook seem to indicate you 
"headed a household, don't as- 
sume you really Qualify. There 
ore too many details and excep- 
tions to go into here, but to quali- 
ty you generally must: 

— »"Hnve-beBn“unmarrled-on~ 
Dee. 31,' 1995. 

• Have contributed at least 
half of the cost of keeping pp a 
home for the entire year. ' 

• Have lived in that home at 
least six months of the year. i - 

• And have used that home to 
house a relative (it’s usually a 
dependent, but friends never 
count) for at least six months. 
One notable exception: if you 
paid more than half the cost of 
keeping a parent in a nursing 
home the entire year. . 

— lirparticuiarryoti*llmccdTD‘bc~ 
able to back up that you provided 
more than half the costs. You can 
include rent, mortgage interest, 
taxes, home insurance, home re- 
pairs, utilities and food. But you 
can’t count such expenses as 
clothing, tuition, medical care, 
vacations, tran^ortalion or the 
rent you could have charged — 
or craved to charge — for a por- 
tion of your home. 

Perhaps the biggest reason 
claims fail is that two people 
can’t use the some person to qual- 
^ify.for bcad-ofrhouscbold status— . . 

"It’s not the same as being ” 
able to take someone as a depen- 
dent," said Claudia Hill, who 
heads Tax Mam Tax Services 
Group in Cupertino, Calif. “De- 
pendency is based on who pro- 
vided the support for the person.

Readers also were split on using the 
militaiy to combat dmg-smuggling into 
the U.S. As for a policy of arrests aimed 
at alleged drug-dealers, many wanted 




death penolor — for anyone involved in 
the drug trade. Hundreds of readers inO: 
posed a minimum prison term of five 
years for anyone convicted of selling 
drugs. A second conviction would be 
punishable by death. “Cnme is a choice,” 
wrote one reader. “If you choose to ded 
drugs, it’s your decision.” Readers also 
suggested sending drug-users and deal- 
ers to military-style boot camps. 

Yet. despite a frequent desire for 
tough penddes, many readers said they 
had lost fddiio the American criminal- 
justice system. “The justice system is 
a joke,” was a typied comment. Kellie 
Harrison of Lak^ood, Colo., point^ 
out that “a bar owner can be sued and 
lose his business for serving dcohol 
to an intoxicated person.” w^e drug- 
dealers often are not arrested or pun- 
ished. “My anger toward our system 
regarding drug-deders is sometimes 
unbearable," wrote Harrison, a 37- 
year-old mother of three. 

Some readers asked Carroll O’Con- 
nor to rtimpnign to toughen the nation’s 
laws. But hundreds of others wanted a 
complete change; to moke drugs legal. 
While O'Connor did not advocate legd- 
izadon, readers who did so had a vorieQ^ 
of arguments. A writer who grew up 
during Prohibition and remembers gun 
battles over alcohol saw parallels be- 
tween the crime and violence of that era 
and today’s dmg trade. He spoke for 
ihany readers when he wrote: “Money 
is the motivating factor in the drug busi- 
ness. *Ibke the money out of this rotten 
business and see bow long before it dies.” 

Readers suggested a varie^ of ways 
to handle legalized drugs, including 
dispensing them through pharmacies 
and doctors' offices or selling them in 
liquor stores.
